HOW TO SPEND £10 ON THIS SEASON’S FICTION. 
By A. L. Low. 
(Mr. Low is Librarian of the New Plymouth Public Library and has still a further claim to be 


£10 on this season’s fiction? Yes, 
easily. But is the choice so easy if expenditure 
is limited to £10? It is a very small amount 
when you have the immense range of publica- 
tions of even one year to choose from. 


First, we assume they are to be new books 
published during 1937; secondly, that the books 
are to conform with the tastes of all readers. 
You cannot choose only what you like person- 
ally, nor can your choice include only books of 
literary merit. You have to provide for the 
reader who likes a light novel, a touch of ad- 
venture, something new in crime, love and 
romance—and you still have the reader who 
likes—well, something better. 


Your amount does not allow for reckless buy- 
ing. Margaret Mitchell’s “Gone with the 
Wind” could not be termed reckless buying, 
and should be first choice, but the price is 
almost prohibitive. The necessity to secure 
“books for everyone” bars the selection of 
many of the translations, which have not a uni- 
versal appeal. And so, too, with many other of 


So we will assume that these books can 
secured at published price, 8/6, and that the 
general novel will cost 6/-, but with the west- 
ern and detective novel we will take 
of the publications new at 3/6 and assume the 
cost at 4/-. 

Now let us consider—6 novels at 8/6; 17 
novels at 6/-; 12 novels at 4/-; a total of £10 
1/-. You have exceeded your amount by 1/-, 
but perhaps the generous bookseller will con- 


There are many books not on your list that 
should be there, but you are compelled to 
consider the taste of the community, not the in- 
dividual—good books, popular authors, and 
variety of material. Two New Zealand 
authors are included who have secured a place 
among novelists; it is essential that we support 
our own writers.

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NEW ZEALAND SUBJECT HEADINGS. 
By A. D. Cunningham, Deputy Chief Librarian, Auckland Public Libraries. 
(Mr. Cunningham’s classification scheme for works relating to New Zealand is a large and 


comprehensive thesis which represents careful thought and study over a number of years. 
is perhaps better qualified than anyone to write on the difficult 


The question of “Subject Headings” is one 
which presents many difficulties, and to do jus- 
tice to it would require a considerable amount 
of time and space. These remarks are therefore 
tentative and are intended only as a brief guide 
to the better known sources which can be used 
as a basis for compiling a list of sub-divisions 
applicable to New Zealand. 

In compiling such a list it is better to base the 
sub-divisions adopted on the headings given in 
one or other of the undernoted publications: 
Catalogues of the Library of Congress. 3rd ed. 
and Supplements. Washington, Library of 
Congress, 1928, etc.

List of Subject Headings for small libraries;

Of these the “List of Subject Headings for 
use in Dictionary Catalogues” and the “List of 
Subject Headings for Small Libraries” have a 
useful feature, viz., a list of “Refer from” refer- 
ences, but the usefulness of the first is vitiated 


. by the fact that it is out of date and will not 


be revised or republished. The one relating 
to juvenile literature is necessarily limited, and 
the Readers’ Guide is also circumscribed by the 
subject matter contained in the articles appear- 
ing in the periodicals indexed. 

The Library of Congress headings and the 
“List of Subject Headings for Small Libraries” 
are the most satisfactory, and in both, under 
heading “United States,” is given a list of sub- 
divisions, the majority of which are applicable 
to countries in general. Only the largest 
libraries need adopt the full list, and others 
would not require to use many of the sub- 
divisions.

Probably the most conveni- 
ent way to set out the author entries is in ordi- 
nary lower-case type, or better still black-faced 
type, for the main part of the heading, with 
italics for the sub-divisions, and the subject 
entries in capitals [e.g., New Zealand. Dept. 
of Agriculture; or New Zealand. Dept. of 
Agriculture (author); or NEW ZEALAND.

Married Women: Enter a married woman under 
the earliest name which she has used as an 
author: refer from later names.

Editors, etc.: The names of editors, translat- 
ors, continuators, etc., are subject to the same 
rules as the names of authors.

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A PROPOSAL FOR THE USE OF RATIONAL, UNIFORM ABBREVIATIONS 
FOR NEW ZEALAND LIBRARIES, IN ALL UNION LISTS, ETC.

(Adopted by the New Zealand Library Association.)
